Brentwood Academy finished its best football season 
ever with a 10-1 record, first place finish in their re- 
spective district, and a rating of second place in the 
state. 


Opening the season with a defensive battle against a 
traditional conqueror, Brentwood turned the tables to 
defeat David Lipscomb 14-0, 


Despite a rain soaked field, Jimmy Brett added ample 
strength to Brentwood's ground attack by gaining 94 
yards in five carries in the second game of the season 
as the Eagles defeated Loretto High School 20-6. 


With these two victories under their wings, the Eagles 
marched on the field to battle the Class AA Bellevue 
Owls. Despite a Brentwood defensive hold in the 

first three quarters of play, Bellvue completely dom- 
inated the fourth quarter by scoring 20 points to win 
33-7. 


Determined to leave their defeat behind, the Brent- 
wood Eagles re-entered the winning circle as they de- 
feated Hume Fogg 35-16. 


An upset followed as the high flying Eagles defeated 
unbeaten Joelton. An outstanding defense which kept 
the Blue Jays from going to the air was backed by a 
superb offensive attack as Dan Coley ran four of five 
Brentwood touchdowns to claim a 35-8 victory. 


Mount Pleasant faced a homecoming defeat as the 
Eagle defense led by Jim Shaub, Nat Ambrose, 
Philip Burkhalter, and Ricky Smith held the oppo- 
sition to a 14-0 win. With Rick Bagget averaging 39 
yards per punt, Mount Pleasant did not muster a ser- 
ious scoring threat. 


The Eagles flew to a homecoming victory as a steady 
offense by Dan Coley, Chuck Beatty, and Dwight 
Bowers boasted an overwhelming winning score of 
62-0 to defeat Greenbrier in the seventh game of the 
season. 


The Brentwood team displayed their overall strength 
at Waynesboro as they downed the home team 54-8, 
The Eagles took to the air as Randall Mash passed for 
195 yards while the backs did their part by rushing for 
307 yards. 


A defeat of 42-0 over Hohenwald gave the Eagles 
their eighth victory in nine games. It was a deci- 
sive win as the Eagles nested 400 yards rushing sup- 
ported by Steve Inglis with 73 yards and Tony Flatt 
with 70 yards. Six extra point conversions by 
Scott MacBean added-cream to the pie.
